To the Honorable the General Assembly of the State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations: 

In accordance with provisions of Section 19, Chapter 
43 of the General Laws of Rhode Island, 1909, a detailed 
statement is submitted herewith of the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the treasury department for the year, end- 
ing December 31, 1911. 

While the available cash in hand at the close of business 
for 1911 is not large, all demands made upon the treasury 
during the year have been promptly met and the out- 
standing floating debt of the State has been paid. 

Additional revenue from the State tax, based upon ex- 
isting laws may be expected for 1912, as the returns of the 
Boards of Assessors of the several towns and cities show 
an increase in valuation of real and personal estate : real, 
$12,298,600; personal, $3,941,074; a total of $16,239,674 
over 1910. 

Reference to the table below shows conclusively that 
unless the bills before the legislature providing addi- 
tional revenue are made operative, appropriations for 
considerable sums, either for special objects or permanent 
improvements must await the future for payment.

During the year $70,000 State House Construction 
Loan bonds, due January, 1914, have been purchased 
and retired The Sinking Fund Conunission have funds 
sufficient to pay the balance, $130,000, of the bonds due 
at this time, and in fact could easily absorb the $400,000 
due in 1924, if obtainable. 

HIGHWAY CONSTRUCTION BONDS. 

The people having authorized the issue of six himdred 
thousand dollars Highway Construction bonds at the 
election held November 7th, 1911, the General Assembly 
will, no doubt, direct the treasury department to place 
the bonds on sale If only part of the proceeds of the 
sale can be used for highway construction the present 
year it might be advisable to authorize the General 
Treasurer, with the advice of the Governor, or the Board 
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of Public Roads, or both, to sell the bonds at such times 
and in such amounts as the condition of the market 
should warrant and the needs of the Board of Public 
Roads require. 

The recommendation of his Excellency in his annual 
message that the denomination of the bonds should be 
reduced in order to be within the reach of small investors 
should receive due consideration. The mode of sale 
should also be carefully considered, whether by adver- 
tising for bids or by subscription at a jflat rate. In this 
connection the treasurer's report of 1909 is quoted in 
relation to the issue of Harbor Improvement bonds which 
would seem to apply with equal force to the proposed 
issue of Highway Construction bonds. 

^'Recent legislation in our neighboring states, par- 
ticularly Massachusetts, exempting all State and Mimi- 
cipal bonds from taxation and permitting savings banks 
to deduct from the deposits on which they pay a tax to 
the state the amount of state and municipal bonds they 
hold, will greatly restrict, if not wholly confine, the sale 
of our bonds to Rhode Island investors.'' 

^'The bonds should be sold to those who apply and in 
amounts they require, giving the individual of small 
means the same opportunity as the capitalist to make 
an investment absolutely safe and reap the advantage 
of the tax exemption clause." 

The town of Warwick having failed to pay its State 
tax, due June 15th and December 15th, 1911, amounting 
to $42,676.20; the town of Johnston, due December 15th, 
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1911, amounting to $2,767.44, and the town of West 
Greenwich, due June 15th and December 15th, 1911, 
amounting to $667.48, a certificate to this effect has been 
forwarded to the Attorney General in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 18 of Chapter 43 of the General 
Laws of Rhode Island, 1909. 

A detailed statement of the State House, Armory, 
Highway, MetropoUtan Park, Penal and Reformatory 
Institutions and Harbor Improvement Sinking Funds 
and the Permanent School Fund, Touro Jewish Syna- 
gogue Fund, The Land Grant Fund of 1862, and a list 
of unpaid bills, due in 1911, is attached hereto.

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING GENERAL TREASURER TO 

BORROW. 

Whereas, At a meeting of the electors in this State, held on the third day of 
November, A. D. 1896, the General Assembly was "authorized to provide for 
the borrowing, in addition to the amount of fifty thousand dollars, which it is 
now authorized to borrow, the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof, and in such installments, as may from time to time be neces- 
sary for the uses of the State:" 

Resolved, That the General Treasurer is hereby authorized to make and exe- 
cute in behalf of the State, from time to time, a note or notes, payable in gold 
coin of the United States of the present standard of weight and fineness, and not 
to exceed at any time, in the aggregate of such notes, the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, and to negotiate the same for a period of time not 
longer than one year, and at a rate of interest not to exceed four per centum per 
annum.
